” A highly sensational. murder is alleged to 
have.beea commitied by-a mutinows crew of a 
fishing juak, in the waters of the Colony, on 
‘the night of the 2nd inst. when the master of- 
the junk, his wife and their son were cone to 
death, oa : 7 
‘The junk on which the tragedy occurred isa: 
deep sea fishing boat and carries acréw of 
ten persons, which com,rised the master and 
ouner of the juok, his wife, his son, daughter 
ard nephew, and a crew of five men, It is 
reported thal some time-back one of the mém- 
bers of the crew sugested to the owner of the 
junk that he would like to make his daughter 
his wife. The master objected to the alliance 
and there the matter was supposed to have 
ended, .The ‘master forgot about: the: master 
afterwards and’ there was nothing to show that 
the rejected suitor had any ill-feeling. That 
there was an ill-feeling, nevertheless; is allég- 
ed, and that the alleged tover-incited the. 
mainder of the crew to fall fo with: “his 
plans is also su-gested, for at nine o'clock 
on the night of the 2nd August the crew 
broke out in mutiny. Fortunately there were 
no arms on board, or if there were any, the 
mutineets had no means of securing “them. 
The crew, it is alleged, swooped down’ on the 
master and his family, wba. were asleep, andthe 
morders began. The hands,and fect of the 
captain’ of the junk ‘were bound and he wag 
pitched intothesea. He sank immediately. His 
wife and son were treated ina similar’ manner 
‘and4hey disappeared in the deep. “They thea 
turned their attention to the nephew of the'cap- 
lain, who was awakened by the noise;tind soon 
he was flung into theses. The mutineers ¢! en

daughter of the master. Happily the nephéw 
of the murdered captain was a strong swim: 
mer, and had. it not been for him the polfes 
and the’ public would: have been ignorantof 
the outrage. He managed lo remote the 
bindings on his wrist and kept afloat for fully 
six-hourss, He drifted in the way of a passing 
junk journeying to Hongkong and arriving 
here on the 6th instant, made his way to the 
Water Police ‘Station and’ related the whole 
affair,» . :
